Henry Clawsen, 
secretary of the Brewers’ association of the 
state of New York, sat in his private olfice 
opening the numerous dispatches that poured 
in, giving the result of the fight in detail. Be- 
fore him were piles of circulars explaining 
the reason why brewers did not support May - 
nard. 
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German voters called The 
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MAYNARD’S RECORD. 

‘“Yes.”’ said he, ‘we have gained our peint, 
and really, as we are very modest people,:I 
hate to say we defeated Mr. Maynard, yet it’s 
a fact, and can’t be denied. The brewers are 
nearly all democrats, because that party is 
liberal in its views upon the temperance 
question, while the republicans are the con- 
trary. But notwithstanding ils avowed plat- 
form, the democrats headed a liberal ticket 
with an illiberal man. They should have 
known better than that, and they took away 
10,000 democratic votes by their action when 
Maynard was nominated. We were aston- 
ished. His record for the past two years was 
anything but flattering to ourtrade. We 
would have supported anybody else, but 
the party evidently supposed we would 
be obliged to take anyone they might 
choose to nominate, but you see we did not 
do so.. At our meeting gshortly after the 
nomination of the state tickets, we computed 
our strength, and came to the conclusion that 
without our support Maynard could never 
hope to be elected, and we issued some 
2 000,000 circulars and tickets, which were 
distributed in every town, village, or hamle* 
‘where one of our trade resided, with the 
request that tickets be, distributed among 
those who favored the cause. In this way we 
covered every point where we could hope to 
secure a vole. We did not work in the dark; 
in fact, we were open and above board. I°* is 
our principle to be so, and so we have every 
reason to be satistied.’’ 

“Did you spend much money to carry out 
your object?”’ 

“Not atjall. There was no need cf that, 
and if there had been it would have been 
forthcoming. Our work only occupied about 
iorty-eight hours, and involved the expendi- 
ture of very little money. In thecities in 
the northern partof the state the feeling 
against Maynard was such that it needed no 
stimulus to set it to work. Wehad nomen 
at the polls. Nota soul was paid to work for 
us. If we had why then we would have 
polled about three timesas many votes as 
we did.” 

‘“‘How far do you believe you have been in- 
strumental in bringing about Maynard's de- 


feat?’ 
WIRE-PULLERS TAUGHT A LESSON. 

‘“‘We are a modest class of people and do 
not care to advertise our strength, but will 
not be assuming tco much if we lay claim to 
having been the cause of turning over to 
Carr the entire number of votes Maynard ran 
behind his ticket. We could, under no cir- 
cumstances, support him, although we hated 
to injure the democratic ticket. But it is 
hardly fair to presume that a man ought to 
cut his throat because another desires it. We 
have taught wire-pullers a lesson, and if they 
choose to take it and profit, why then we will 
lend our aid to onw Gand all to give the thirty- 
five electoral votes of this state to the demo- 
cratic candidate in 1884.” 

Mr. John Kress figures asa leader among 
German brewers, and his judgment is gener- 
ally taken on all matters concerning their 
interests. ‘‘Maynard as secretary of state, 
had he been elected, would not have af- 
fected usin any way,” he sald; ‘‘the posi- 
tion is not one that deals with brewers, bnt 
it washis principles that brushed our fur 
the wrongway. [Few people have an idea 
of the strength of brewers. In the city 
of New York alone there are about ten 
thousand men employed directly by the 
brewers, while in the state the number wij! 
not fall short of twenty thousand. When 
Maynard was nominated wespoke to our 
employes, explaining to them the situation 
and what his principles were, and that was 
all. Ofcourse we did not attempt to con- 
trol their votes, but | feel sure that very few 
of them voted for him. Besides, the saloon 
keepers espoused our cau-e, and everybody 
knows the weight they carry. He had to be 
sacrificed as an example, and I trust it will 
bear good fruit.” 

The additional figures received yesterday 
from Tuesday gelection in this state increase 
Mr. Caiy’ majority over Mr. Maynard. 
The senli-oflicial figures from thirty 
counties, and republican estimates for the 
remainder, giye Carr an apparent majority 
of about 17,000 The semi-oflicially reported 
majority for comptroller from the same coun- 
ties, and estimates On positive returns for the 
remainder, give Chapman, democrat, an ap 
parent majority of about 18,000 over Daven- 
port. Itis probable that Mr. Chapman’s ma- 
jority will not vary much from 15,000 in the 
entire state, and the democratic state ticket, 
with the exception of Maynard, is elecied by 
majorities ranging from 12,000 to 15,000, The 
exact figures cannot be determined until the 
official canvass is made. 

THE NEWS AT WASHINGTON, 

WasHineton, November 9.—In and out of 
the departments nothing has been talked of 
to-day except the election news. The re- 
versal of the defeat of last year inspires hope 
among many anxious officeholders who Ifave 
lived here so long that a change of adminis- 
tration would be aserious matter. A repub- 
lican victory next year is not as improbable 
as it has sometimes seemed of late. The de- 
feat of Butler’ did not please everybody. 
Many republicans here who were admirers of 
Mr. Robinson, and who rejoiced that he has 
won, wished to see Butler win, believing that 
his re-election as governor would give him 
good claim for recognition before the demo- 
cratic national convention next year, and help 
him to become a useful auxiliary to re- 

ubdlican success in the presidential election. 

he defeat of Mahone was undoubtedly a 
great surprise and disappointment to read)us- 
ter leaders. Governor Cameron when last in 
Washington, predicted victory and expressed 
the opinion that the bourbons would not poll 
more than 100,000 votes; that both houses of 
the legislature would be secured in the inter- 
est of Mahone, and that the bourbon party 
would be finally broken and discouraged.

RicumMonp, Va., November ¥.—Mahone’s de 
feat is one of the most overwhelming known 
in Virginia politics, and surprises @ven the 
most sanguine of his opponents. 
strongholds have all gone against him. ‘Fhe 
election excitement was unprecedented, and 
even greater than during the uprising against 
the carpetbag government in reconstruction 
days. The whole state was literally under 
arms, and such was the explosive condition 
of affairs that the slightest jar would have 
caused a small. sized war.’ In Danyille white 
men seventy years of ‘kge went 
to vote with shotguns on their 
shoulders. This state of affairs was largely 
due to the violent

leaders, the whites warning the negroes that 
they would be enslaved if Mahone was de- 
feated, and the colored orators preaching 
threats of burning and sacking houses and 
murdering women and children when the 
whites had gone to the polls to vote. This,

tion in Danville, roused the people in that 
icity to a superhuman effort, and many of 
them sent their wives and daughters to 
Richmond and other cities, and moved 
about as walking arsenals, ready for the 
expected emergency. The incendiary talk 
of the negroes in the Danville district 
spread like -wildfire and was taken up by their 
race in other black districts. At the same 
time it acted marvelously in consolidating 
the white race all over the state, and -hun- 
dreds of whites deserted from Mahone, and 
in some instances moderate negroes voted 
with the democrats, because fearful of the re- 
sult of a Mahone negro rule. 

The victory is due in a great measure to the 
management of the democratic chairman, 
Congressman James 8S. Barbour, and was ac- 
complished in the face of the vigorous sup- 
port of the combined machinery of the govy- 
ernment, a heavy assessment upon all state 
and government ollicials and the earnest 
co-operation of President ‘Arthur. As 
the canvass grew, these upon them 
were increased, the navy and postal depart- 
were especially strongly united for 
but toward the last many of the 
began to rebel against the heavy 
drafts against them, and secretly did all in 
their power to defeat him. The democrats 
have both branches of the legislature. Ma- 
hone’s greatest losses are in the white coun- 
ties which went with him on the debt 
question.

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A NBGRO RIOT FEARED, 


Murderous Threats of the Negroesof Southampton 
County, Virginia, 

PetTersspurG, Va., November 9.—W. H. 
Morris, proprietor of the hotel at Wakefield, 
in this state, who has been missing since the 
political disturbance at that place on thenight 
of the election, and who was thought by many 
to have been foully dealt with, has given him- 
self up to the authorities last evening. He 
had an examination before the court and his 
case was sent on to the December term of the 
court for trial. The charge against Morris is 
that of participating in a row, and discharg- 
ing a pisto', one shot from which wounded 
W. R. White. Morris made his escape, aad 
slept a part of the night in a_ hollow tree. 
The trouble was caused@i™y Morris, who is a 
readjuster,accusing White, democrat, of stuf- 
ting ballot boxes. 

A NEGRO OUTBRBEAK FEARED. 

The white people of Southampton county 
are apprehensive of an outbreak emong the 
negroes, Telegrams have been received at 
Portsmouth asking for assistance in the event 
of trouble, and the mayor bas a posse of citi- 
zens ready for the summons, in case it should 
come. Yesterpay a drunken negro told the 
servant of a white family in that county,that 
at 12 o'clock last night, 100 negroes intended to 
slay every white person from the cradle 
up in Southampton county. The white men 
at Newsome, Franklin, Boykins and Beach- 
ville were well armed, and sent out scouts to 
learn what was going on. It was noticeable 
that not a single negro was to be seen at their 
usual places. This gave color to the report, 
and the women and children were taken to 
the woods and guards placed around them, 
The telegrams further state that the gne- 
groes who work around the railroad stations 
have not been seen since yesterday aiternoon, 
and the people are preparing to detend their 
homes. Thus far no intelligence of trouble 
has been received here, and it is impossible to 
say whether there is just ground for the exist- 
ing excitement and fears. Southampton was 


the scene, some years before the war, of a 
bloody slave insurrection, and it not im- 
probable that the traditions of that time have 
something to do with the prevailing appre- 
hensions.

The following is the most important part 
of the article: ‘‘In relation to the Danville 
massacre, | took this course almost immedi- 
ately upon my arrival in Richmond. I tele- 
graphed to Major Sutherlin, asking him to 
give by wire for the Press his opinion of the 
Danville riot, its political significance, ete.

Irom all 
the testimony that I could get from this class 
the murders were committed in the heat of 
passion. Saturday evening is a great occasion 
in Danville. The colored people receive their 
pay trom the tobacco factories, and the mar- 
ket place during the afternoon of that day 
isan interesting feature of that beautiful 
town. The negroes gather there by the thou- 
sands to buy their supplies for Sunday. 

THE MIXING OF COLORS. 

When the marketing was at its height a | 
colored man and a white man got into an 
altercation, whereupon a crowd of whites 
rushec in and opened an_indiscrimi- 
nate fire upon the 
The assailing party and those 
sympathy with them, say seven were killed 
outright, and 20 more were wounded, but 
testimony is abundant that this number does 
not represent one-half the harvest of deatn 
thatafternoon.

Ferthe Purpose of Testing the Validity of Chicago

Cuicaco November 9.—A new move was 
made to-day to test the validity of the saloon 
licenses issued by the city at $103 each a few 
days before the state law making the amount 
$500 went intoveflect. The Citizens’ league 
brought. suit against a firm of grocers and 
liquor dealers who were in fact friendly de- ‘ 
fendants. Every legal device in the defense 
was resorted to, except delay, in 
order to make a strong case. The court 
decided that the license was a 
franchise and gave a judgment of ouster 
against the defendants, prohibiting them 
from selling liquor under the city license. 
An.appeal was taken and within four hours 
after the suit was be.un, the record was on 
its way to the supreme court, where the case 
will be argued at the nextterm. If the de- 
cision can be secured before the first of 
April next, it will involve the payment by 
the saloon-keepers, to the city of over $1,0U00.-

The COhiricahuas Coming North ter Bread and 
Sinn keta. 


WASHINGTON, Noveinbver 9.—General Crook 
has forwarded to the war departmenta report 
from Captain Rafferty, Sixth cavalry, dated 
Silver Creek, Arizona, October 26, as follows: 
My command arrivedatl p.m. to-day. We 
found Lieutenant Hunter here with a cavalry 
detachment, froar Fort Bowie, in charge of 
the Chiricahuas thathad come in and surrend- 
ered in accordance with the terms made with 
General Crook lust May. Lieutenant Davis 
and myself counted them this afternoon. 
Those now bere number 79 men, women and 
children. Tne following information 
obtained from the Chiricahuas: 140 men, 
women and children removed in Mexica las! 
May. Of these Juh is dead. His two children 
are here. Navajve Biil’s brother was killed 
by Mexicans. Iwo bucks were killedin a 
drunken row by Indians.® Ten men and two 
women have gone to San Carlos by another 
route. We crossed their trail several days old 
to-day. 

THE LAGGARD BRAVES. 

Chief Chietero with nine bucks and squaws 
will be here in eight days. Geronmiro and 
Chota, with eight bucks, ten boys and twenty 
women and childred are still in Mexico, but 
will be in as soon as they can get their stock 
to travel. All of the Chiricabuas would have 
been in before this but they went to Cosa 
Grande, after leaving General Crook, to see 
ifthey could regain possession of some of 
their people, who were held _ captive 
by some ofthe Mexicans in that vieinity. 
They recovered one of them, and were trying 
to get the others when the Mexican’s attemp- 
tea to surround them. They escaped to the 
mountains and the party of twelve, previ- 
ously mentioned, started immediately for 
SanCarlos and were followed after about twen- 
ty days by seventy-nime more, who are now 
here. Navajoe Bill’s brother was killed about 
twenty days after General Crook left Mexico, 

AN ESCAPE FROM THE MEXICANS. 

There was no fight with the Mexicans 
when they attempted to surround them at 
Caso Grande. Some of the Mexicans they 
knew at Caso Grande informed them in 
time and they left. The ch efs now here are 
Natchezs, Bonita and Chihuahua, The sev- 
enty now here promised Caiyoters to remain 
here till his party arrived, eight days from 
his. I told them I would remain that length 
of time, unless J received other orders. Lieu- 
tenant Davis has here rations for the Indians. 
Lieutenant Hunter also browghtout some. 
On the return of Geronimo and Chato with 
their party the Chiricahuas say that not a 
single Chiricahua will be left in Mexico.

The Disaster to a Harlem River Tug-—Three Men 
Missing. 

New York, November 9.—A dispatch was 
received at police headquarters shortly after 
noon to day stating that this morning a ter- 
rible explosion occurred on board the tug boat 
which was steaming up the Harlem river op- 
posite Ward's island. The boat was blown to 
atoms and sank almostinstantly. Oneof the 
crew was rescued by the police boat. Hesaid 
four men besides himself were on the tug. 
it is supposed that they were instantly killed, 
and that their bodies were carried beneath 
the water by the ill-fated tug boat. 

Tae tugboat was the James N. Thompson, 
and was coming through Hell Gate with 
three schooners in tow. The tide being con- 
trary, too much steam was put on, aud the 
boiler exploded. The boat was blown into 
fragments, and a fiying piece killed the 

one ot the schooners. Seven 

persons were on the tug, of whom four were 
killed—Captain Eardeces, his wife; the cook, 
John Kelly, and Charles Conners, a deck 
hand.

A Case of Smuggting Off Savannah Leads to the 
Arrest of a Well'Known Seaman—The History 
of His frial and Recapture— 
The Local News of Macon Eo 


Special to The Constitution. 

Macon, November 9.—In October the Brit- 
ish steamship Lancaster, Captain W. A. Steve 
commanding, sailed from Newcastle-on-Tyne 
for Savannah. Georgia, in ballast, and had 
anchored at Tybee, the passengers and oificers 
coming to the city in boats. The revenue 
officers went down to the ship, and on exami- 
nation discovered about three hundred dollars 
worth of suitsof clothes and a number of 
busbels of Scotch oats, subject to duty. Their 
suspicions being aroused, they returned to 
the city, and at the custom house found the 
goods not entered as part of the cargo. They 
proceeded back, and on their way met a tug 
boat and found these on board, 
they being smuggled to the city. One of 
the suits of clothes was intended for a friend 
of Colonel G. J. Wilder, an owner of an inter- 
est in the shipand the others for himself. 
The oats were for his farm in Cobb county. 
The grand jury indicted Wilder and the cap- 
ain «cf the ship, The captain escaped. In 


the trial of the former in May last before 
Judge Pardee, in the motion fora continu- 
ance to take depositions of Steve, who was 
a citizen of Great Brittian, the judge decided 
that he would allow the motion so long as to 
enable him to look into the depositions. 
In the meanwhile the British officer 
was being traced in various portions of 
Europe through the different consulates 
abroad, Information was received by District 
Attorney Darnell that he had sailed for New 
Orleans and would reach there about the first 
of November. Last week he learned through 
the custom house officers that he was in the 
city, and the district attorney telegraphed 
the United States marshal to . ave him arrest- 
ed, which was done. Should he fail to secure 
bond he will arrive here in the morning in 
charge of an official.

Lonpon, November, 9.—A further proroga- 
tion of parliament until the 9th of December 
is officially announced this evening. An in- 
formal meeting of the cabinet was held to- 
day. 

THE LORD MAYOR'S BANQUET. 

Lonpon, November 9.—The lord mayor's 
banquet this evening was attended by many 
distinguished persons. M. Waddington, Freneh 
ambassador, replying to a teast in honor of 
the foreign ministers, said there was no great- 
er guarantee for the peace of the world than 
the hearty, cordial and loyal friendship be- 
tween Great Britain and France. France had 
made great progress, and he had every confi- 
dence for her future. The policy of France 
was not one of aggression, but one of holding 
herown. The French government was earn- 
estly trying to settle pending questions affect- 
ing France. His mission to London was one 
of peace. France wished to approach Great 
Britain in a spirit of good will, and he was 
met with same disire on the part of England. 
\Cheers.} The master of the rolls responding 
to the toast in honor of her majesty’s judges, 
he referred to the recent visit of Lord Chief 
Justice Coleridge to America, and said that 
Lord Coleridge had found in America that 
the law was ad ministered with . 
all its faults, and with all 
its good qualities, but he had found that the 
law as administered in both England and 
America was the most merciful, the most 
generous and the most just ever administered 
to any people in the world. Mr. Gladstone 
replied to the toast in honorof her majesty’s 
ministers. Referring to Waddington’s speech, 
he said: ‘Our hearts’ best wishes are with 
France in every career of peace, justice and 
orderly government on which she may find it 
her interest to enter.’’ Referring to the 
Missionary Shaw affair, he had _ said 
that what had come from the French govern- 
ment had been offered rather than demanded. 
He believed the incident would tend to con- 
firm the good feeling between the two coun- 
tries. Mr. Gladstone suid that orders had 
been given for the withdrawal of a portion of 
the British forces from Egypt, and that the 
withdrawal would include the evacuation of 
Cairo.

In an interview with a North Carolina edi- 
tor recently, Mr. Edward Atkinson declared 
that New England did nut depend upon its 
large factories for its prosperity, but upon its 
innumerable small industries—the thousand 
and one modest manufactories in small shops, 
in cellars andin the attics ofthe business 
houses. There is no doubt that Mr. Atkinson 
isright. The spinning and weaving of cotton 
alone bears but smail relation to the prosperi- 
tyof a community, but it is diversified indus- 
tries that make their influence felt upon 
the people. 

For years, it was the habit of those inter- 
ested in Atlanta to inquire the secret of its 
growth and prosperity, but the matter seemed 
to be mysterious even to ourown citizens;

Yesterday W. Dean Paris, the armless man from 
Paulding county, and Frank E. Davis, a conductor 
on the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road, were before Commissioners Smith and Hoff 
man, Who satin solemy judgment to see whether 
or not the defendants had obstructed Deputy Maz 
shal Cooper in the discharge of his duties, 

rhe details of the offense for which the culprits 
were brought to the bar of justice may be recited as 
follows: 

in the month of August and on the night of the 
25th day thereof. Conductor Davis numbered among 
his passengers when he left Atlanta, Deputy Mar- 
shal Cooper and acertain citizen named Osborne 
who was full tothe brim of double distilled Jersey 
lightning. Osborne was part of the posse of the 
beforementioned marshal and they were on a wild 
hunt forthe wickediy disposed individuals who 
violate the internal revenue laws of the land. 

A dispute arose about Osborne’s fare, that worthy 
refusing to ante and Cooper declining to have 
anything to do with him. 

Things got so warm as the train passed Powder 
Springs that Paris offered to pay the fare to stop 
the insurrection, but Coover saidit should not be 
done and forthwith Osborne curled up on the floor 
and was preparing to go to sleep.
